Snyder Asks 


Profit Tax. 
Passage 


75 Percent 


Levy Proposed 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15—U.P)— 
Secretary of the Treasury John W. 
Snyder urged Congress Wednes- 
day to levy a $4,000,000,000-a- 
year super-tax on business to com- 
bat inflation and help finance de- 
fense spending 

He proposed reviewing the 
World War I] excess-profits tax 
The rate would be cut from 85'- 
to 75 per cent, however. and smal! 
firms would receive more libera! 
exemptions 

Testifying before the tax-writ- 
ing House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee, Snyder spelled out details 
of the new Administration tax 
program which President Truman 
outlined Tuesday in a letter to 
Committee Chairman Robert L. 
Doughton, Demotrat, North Caro- 
lina 

Mr. Truman urged enactment of 
the excess profits tax during the 
lame duck session of Congress be- 
ginning Nov. 27. and said it should 
Gate back to last July 1. The 
President also hinted that. stil! 
higher taxes will he necessary 
next year to meet mounting mili- 
tary costs. 

Snyder was the first witness as 
the House Committee opened 
hearings on a tax bill to be laid 
before the short session 

He said the proposed business 
tax would increase federal reve- 
nue to about $47.000.000.000 a 
year. While that wouwd keen the 
government in the black during 
the current fiscal vear. when total 
spending is estimated at %45.0009.- 
N00.000, Snvder warned that the 
full cost of the defense program is 
vet to be felt. 

Under the Snvder plan. corpora- 
tions could figure their “normal” 
profits either on the basis of their 
total capital investment or on 
their average profits between 1946 
and 1949. 

Firms which chose the latter 
method would take their average 
profits in their best three vears in 
the 1946-49 period and then re- 
duce the amount bv 25 percent 
This would give them their “nor- 
mal profits” tax base 

If the resulting amount was 
$25.000 or less. there would be no 
excess profits tax. 

But if it came to more than $25.,- 
NN0, the entire sum woud be sub- 
ject to a flat 75 percent sunertax 

This differs from the World War 
Il excess profits levy, when an 
exemption of $10.000 was grant- 
ed to all firms, large and smal!

RANGOON, Burma, Nov. 15— 
(P}— The newspaper Rangoon 
Daily declared Wednesday Chinese 
Communist detachments, appar- 
entiy hunting a short cut into 
southeastern Tibet, have invade 
the north tip of Burma. Official 
confirmation was lacking. 

The newspaper said the Chinese 
have penetrated 50 miles into 
Rurma territorv to the Katchin 
village of Laukhaung and are ap- 
proaching the city of Putao gate- 
way to high mountain passes into 
Tibet. 

(This dispatch did not go into 
detail about the size and make- 
up of the reported detachments.) 

Putao lies 720 miles north of 
Rangoon, Burma's capital; 420 
miles southeast of Lhasa, Tibetan 
capital already menaced by Chi- 
nese drives from the east and 
north: and 320 miles south of 
Chamdo, captive Tibetan city the 
Chinese have converted into a 
staging area for the Tibetan in- 
vasion they call a “liberation.” 

To the north is Namni Pass, 
at an altitude of 15,30 feet; to 
the northwest is Dinhuk Pass, 14,- 
"20 feet: and to the west, on a 
route tbat crosses the north tip 
of India’s Assam Province, 15s 
Chaukan Pass, 7.979 feet. 

The Rangoon Daily said Bur- 
mese frontier authorities appealed 
to the. government to. enforce 
strong security measures immedi- 
ately. 

The nation’s economy, however, 
has been strained by civil war 
ever since Burma won independ- 
ence from Britain almost three 
years ago.

The State of Georgia is ready to} Heated Fat Can Cause Cancer

This was seen Wednesday when 
the Georgia Safety Fire Advisory 
Board recommended .§ that fire- 
works dealers be required to ob- 
tain state licenses and abide by, 
state regulations. Compt.-Gen. 
Zack Cravey said he had not had 
a chance to study the proposals, 
but he usually follows the recom-| 
mendations of the advisory group. 

The group, headed by Ted 
Forbes, of Atlanta, urged regula- 
tions whickt would assure that) 
only “safe and sane” firecrackers 
be sold in Georgia. Firecrackers 
exceeding 114 inches in length and 
one-fourth inch in diameter and 
containing more than two grains 
of powder, or made from materials 
harder than paper, would be 
banned. 

State Fire Marshall F. E. Rob- 
inson said many cities in Georgia 
already ban the sale of fireworks. 
(They are banned both in Atlanta 
and Fulton County). However, on 
the outskirts of some cities, stands 
are selling giant-sized fireworks 
which are dangerous, he said. 

The regulations would not pro- 
hibit the use of any type fireworks 
for public display, where an ex- 
pert handles it under approval of 
local governing authorities.

These, since the early days 
of the war, have carefully ex- 
amined the North Korean weapons 
captured or abandoned on the 
battleground in an attempt to trace 
their origin and the date of their 
supply.

What’s Wrong Now at Milledgeville? 


By al! means let there be an investiga- 
tion at the Milledgeville mental hospital. 

The immediate complaint is that sani- 
tation there is not what it should be. 

Since we were strongly on the side 
of the doctors in the controversy of some 
months ago. we think we have the right, 
as weil ag the duty, to say that for some 
time we also have been receiving appar- 
ently sincere reports that since the doc- 
tors won the fight they deserved to win, 
the hospital administration has become dic- 
tatorial and that intimidation of employees 
has become the rule. We hope that is not 
true. But it, too, might be looked into. 

There is one great mystery. And while 
Rep. Culver Kidd and we have not alwavs 
seen eve to eye on all matters, we are 
strongly with him in his present views of 
the situation. 

Rep. Kidd says there is something “pe- 
culiar’ in the fact an employee who re- 
ported terrifically bad sanitation condi- 
tions was fired, but apparently hoping to 
be hired back later on, “apologized for 
co-operating with the newspapers.”

Mr. William Green, long-time chieftain 
of the AFL, has said sadly in Washington 
that he cannot understand the Taft vic- 
tory in Ohio unless “a lot of labor voted 
for Taft,” as “must have happened.”

A Case Where 
History; Repeated 


WASHINGTON —In a sense the Nov. 7 election 

results may be said to follow a pattern that has 

been the rule, rather than the exception, over a 

long period of years. That is to say, the party in power almost 

invariably sees its majority in Congress cut down in off-vyear elec- 
tions, where no Presidential contest is involved. 

During the past 50 vears or more there have been only two 
exceptions to the rule, the most recent being in 1934, when the 
Democrats, riding the crest of the New Deal wave, actually in- 
creased their majority in the lower House by a few seats. In all 
other off-vear elections since then the minority party has shown con- 
sistent gains, going so far as to take over actual control of both 
houses in the last such election in 1946. 

So it was to be expected that the Democrats would see their 
Congressional ‘majorities whittled down in the recent elections. 
Most political observers: were prepared to accept that as a matter 
of course. What was surprising about it, however, was the scope 
of the Republican gains in the face of the unprecedented pros- 
perity the country is enjoying. 


The Republicans went far beyond what was normally 
expected of them. Not only did they make heavy 
inroads on the majority held by the Democrats, but they just 
barely missed capturing control of the Senate. where the division 
will be 49 to 47. A recount being demanded in the close election 
in Connecticut, involving the seat of Sen. William Benton, Democrat, 
could result in a tie, with the vote of Vice President Barkley 
required to give the party organization control. The Vice President. 
who is the presiding officer of the Senate, is permitted to vote only 
in case of a tie. 

Considering the high state of prosperity that exists throughout 
the land, it is somewhat amazing that the Republicans were able 
to make the showing they did. More people are employed than 
ever before and at higher wages. Business is in one of the big- 
gest booms in peacetime history; corporation profits are at the 
highest levels ever attained and the farmers are receiving peak 
prices for their products. The latest report of the Department of 
Commerce shows that the personal income of the people jumped 
to a record annual pace of $228,300,000,000 in September, represent- 
ing an increase of nearly $3,000,000,000 over August. These figures 
attest to the prosperous times in which we are living. 

Ordinarily, the party in power is the beneficiary of such eco- 
nomic conditions. People as a rule do not vote against an adminis- 
tration in times like these. It would have been less surprising if 
the Democrats in the recent election had increased their hold on 
Congress, rather than suffer losses. 


Bevond 


In looking for an answer for the election re- 
Sults, political analysts hit upon two things 
that seem to offer the most plausible explanation. One is the 
Korean War with al] that it entails. Wars are never popular, even 
those fought for defense purposes. The casualties we have suf- 
fered, plus the economic controls, the heavy spending and the 
increased taxes brought on as a consequence, have caused mis- 
givings and unrest among the people. 

In lieu of a better word, the other issue may be described as 
“McCarthyism.” It is now conceded that the election turned to 
some degree on the crazy charges brought by Sen. Joe McCarthy, 
Republican, of Wisconsin, about Communist infiltration of the State 
Department. After a thorough investigation a‘ Senate committee 
found the charges to be a “fraud and a hoax,” as every sane person 
in Washington thought them to be. 

Nevertheless, there was enough suspicion of the Department 
arising from the Hiss and other cases to cause the charges to stick 
with a large segment of the people. Republicans exploited the 
situation to the fullest. It was this issue more than anything else 
that caused the defeat of Sen. Millard Tydings in Maryland. He 
nad served as chairman of the Senate investigating group and was 
falsely accused of whitewashing the State Department. The issue 
cut into Democratic strength in other States. 

Minus these two factors, the campaign would have been fought 
out along less emotional lines. Democratic losses probably would 
have been held to a minimum, if there had been any losses at all. 
Otherwise, there were no vital issues that touched closely the lives 
of the great mass of people—no one question that seemed to extend 


from coast to coast.

' Tax Proposals Are in Line 


The State’s tax revisionists have agreed on a shaking up of the State’s harum- 
Scarum tax structure with the end view the extraction of more money from Geor- 


gia's citizens. 


A sales tax is the prime base for this maneuver, and sights are set 


on additional inkome of $60,000,000 annually. Putting this much more money ‘in 
Capitol coffers eventually will give, after some nuisance tax deletions, an over-all 


governmental income of around $170,000,000 to $175,000,000 per year. 


These tax 


people, of course, are dealing in a thankless job. Higher taxes have never won any popularity polls, 
but most of the citizens of Georgia are well aware of the shortcomings of their government induced 


because of shortage of operating funds. 
the past session of the Legislature pointed out the 
need for more money, but didn’t get around to 
eadvocating a specific program of total revision. 
Nevertheless, the report was quite realistic in 
stating the needs: 

“The Tax Revision Committee believes that 
the State should undertake the services it has 
expressed itself as wanting and needing. These 
services are not only valuable in themselves but 
they mean enlarged opportunities for our chil- 
dren and our children’s children through better 
health, better training and all that makes for 
the good life. 


“The Committee believes that the people 
will be willing to pay for these services and 
that they will be willing te shoulder any 
additional tax burden that may be found to 
be necessary after the economies proposed 
are effected and after they are assured that 
our tax laws are equitably and effectively 
enforced and administered.” 


The Tax Revision Committee has pointed out 
that Georgia's tax effort is in many instances 
below that of its Southern neighbors when meas- 
ured with such yardsticks as per capita income, 
total sales and such. 

There is yet another measuring device which 
indicates the State’s government is getting short- 
changed in its efforts to serve the citizenry. 


Here in Georgia nonfarm employment is at an 
all-time high, exceeding even the days of World 
War II. Such employment in September was 
805,900, and that total was third among the States 
in the Southern region. Only Texas and North 
Carolina had more people working in manufac- 
turing and companion enterprises. 

With this in mind, we find that Georgia pros- 
perity as reflected in the number of persons 
employed in industry is not correspondingly por- 


The earlier report of the Tax Revision Committee handed to 


trayed in State tax income, now running about 
$115,000,000 per year. 

In Louisiana, State taxes in 1948 totaled 
$142.319,000, considerably more than Georgia's ° 
total, yet the Bayou State in August of this year 
showed only 534,000 persons in nonfarm employ- 
ment, far less than Georgia's record total. 


North Carolina, with 871,600 persons on 
its nonfarm employment list, showed in 1948 
a total tax take of $195,394,000. That State's 
income, as measured against the number of 
persons at work in manufacturing, is far re- 
moved from Georgia's though the industry 
index is comparableé. 


Tennessee in August had 725,800 persons em- 
ployed in nonfarm enterprises. The 1948 tax total 
was $131,328,000. 


A State’s resources aren't completely shown, 
naturally, in the total of persons in manufac- 
turing, but that is an index of the economic well- 
being. On that basis, the Legislature can pro- 
ceed with the recommended changes and have no 
overbearing fear of getting out of line with 
the tax patterns of Georgia’s more progressive 
neighbors.

Within the AP Household 


Having questioned the honesty of much of our Washi 


ngton journalism, I call 


attention to a recent development within the household of the Associated Press. 


Charlies A. 


Hazen, managing editor of The Shreveport 


Times, has written a long, 


vigorous indictment of the AP's treatment of a number of stories involving Com- 


munism ard the Democratic Administration. 


He also called attention to the pos- 


sibilities of professional cowardice on the part of editors who are under the gun 
in their relations with the Newspaper Guild, which is a part of the CIO. The guild, from its very 


beginning, has been notoriously infested with Communists. 


Their influence is not dominant at this 


writing, but it is pertinent to say that the guild has never acknowledged the dishonesty of its 
denials of Communism in its high councils at the time when this condition was most flagrant. 


The domestic news committee 
of the AP Managing Editors As- 
sociation weighed Mr. Hazen's 
communication and rejected it 
with a message intended to be 
a rebuttal. Mr. Hazen is a mem- 
ber of this committee. 


ALAN GOULD, assistant gen- 
eral manager and execulive edi- 
tor of the AP, in answer to an 
inquiry, said the AP had not 


at that time carried any mention 
of this situation on its wires be- 
cause, in the judgment of the 
AP. it was not news. 


The controversy was, more- 
ever. “so involved and mixed 
up with prejudice” that it 
would be difficult for the AP 
to do the story justice. 


Mr. Hazen has been allotted 
seven minutes to discuss his con- 
tentions before the annual meet- 
ing of the AP Managing Editors 
in Atlanta this week 

The Hazen survey is entitled, 
“Documentation and Comment 
on Leftwing Bias in the AP Re- 
port.” 

“This material was assembled 
te show that the AP report is 
fiavored with leftwing bias 
which ought to be eliminated,” 
he wrote by way of introduction. 
“Because of the large number cf 
instances in. Which Communism 
and Communist activity are 
mentioned, the reader may think 
I am trying to prove that the 
AP is pro-Communist or was 
during the period of my study. 
This is not the case. 

“By chance, the top political 
issue during the period of my 
study was the McCarthy case. 
Consequently, a story appearing 
te be pro-Communist might 
merely have been pro-Truman 
er pro-Acheson or anti-Mc- 
Carthy. It could have been bias 
induced by the Newspaper Guild 
with which many AP employes 
are affiliated. The guild is part 
ef the CIO, which is strongly 
pro-Truman, and has its own 
policies on many issues of the 
day. In respect to the McCarthy 
charges, the guild president said 
at the recent annual guild con- 
vention that they were a ‘cam- 
paign of character assassina- 
tion.” " 


MR. HAZEN then stipulated 
that he realized that an over- 
whelming proportion of AP copy 
was objective and impartial and 
that most of the AP workers 
were “actively loyal to the AP 
ideal of objectivity.” Neverthe- 
less, even though the material 
which he believed to be slanted 


ticnships between the guild and 
the AP news report.” Only 160 
of the 1,700 AP papers were af- 
@liated with the guild. 


He then noted an evil which 
has been notorious within the 


newspaper industry, but rare- 
ly, if ever, has been mentioned 
outside the family circle.

His opening case concerned 
the AP’s handling of Sen. Joe 
McCarthy's detailed statement 
against the State Department 
last Feb. 20. McCarthy spoke for 
six hours and flatly charged 
that the Communists had 
wormed their way into the State 
Department. 

Mr. Hazen wrote that the AP’s 
treatment of the story was “fla- 
grant suppression” and an indi- 
cation that the AP had “adopted 
an anti-McCarthy policy, which 
was obvious in many stories re- 
lating to the McCarthy charges 
in the months that followt®d.” 


He further reported, “Throughe |

PARIS, France—(By Air Mail)—It is almost an inter- 
national —— that French women have a corner on 
chic, a little special je ne sais quoi that sets them apart in 
the realm of fashion, but if it exists it is so subtle that it 
does not flaunt itself on the streets of Paris. 


Pampered women mincing down the Rue de Rivoli tugging 
at a brace of poodles barbered as stiffly as a boxwood bush, are 
apt to be swathed in mink or sable, but they bear a worldly stamp 
and would Jook as right on Fifth Avenue or Knob Hill or Michigan 
Boulevard or Peachtree Street. 


The busy girls who work in offices or clerk in little shops are 
honestly casual, no more prepossessing in costume than the thpu- 
sands of white collar girls who rush out for coffee at 10 and 3 at 
home. Some of them are stylish; others are not, and here they do 
not seem to care as long as they have a few francs, a sweetheart, 
a bunch of flowers and laughter. 

But fashion is a commodity as exportable here as tweeds are 
in the heather country of Scotland, and as such it is sharply 
defined, highly prized, jealously guarded . . . even subsidized. 

The big openings are over, but @he little Boutiques which have 
sprung up since the war, are blossoming with ideas designed to 
please the caprice and whims of Americans with a load of those 
beautiful things called dollars. Plush night spots, elegant dining 


salons and hotel lobbies at tea time show the trends that have a, 


hold everywhere. 

The silhouette of the day is the tunic over the tight skirt: and 
at night the mermaid has the figger. Sometimes they get confused 
and forget what time it is, and the tunic turns up at night, hugely 
sashed over a sheath and the fantail shows up at luncheon in a 
soft woolen with a stole, so tight only an eel could move in it. 

The stole is with us. It is darned near a classic. It sneaks 
in everywhere, big, little, square, long, fur, tweed, plaid, net, 
backwards, forwards or worn like a bandage for a broken 
arm. Pretty, too, and practical. Grandma knew what she was 
up to with her shawl. 

There are lots of short dresses for evening, but you could never 
call them “little.” Dior, for example, has a number in gold lame, 
built like a second skin, and worn with a bouquet of flowers at the 
waist and a tilted, flowered pillbox as a “complement.” 

The French call accessories “complements,” and that is what 
they are. Examples are long black gloves with roses piled in the 
top, above the elbow . . . jewels on gloves ... brilliant thin um- 
brellas . .. black fox cuffs on antelope gloves .. . platinum mink 
collars with revers for a plain black coat... cravat of white ermine 
on black velvet suit... square cape shaped like a poncho, bordered 
with Persian lamb... a circle of beaver on a fitted gold coat 

.. skull cap of leopard, with gloves cuffed to match ... watch in 
checked purse... ostrich feathers on tiny hats, obliterating eyes 
completely ... wide black patent contour belt on emerald taffeta 
coat dress... 

Colors are glamorous and beautiful... violet wool banded with 
black broadtail for a coat by Pacquin... olive sheath, covered 
with a purplish wool coat, lined with bright emerald, matching 
slippers . .. sage bodice, yellow scarf teamed with a bouffant white 
evening skirt, and a counterpart in slimness, red taffeta tunic over 
a straight white Grecian jersey skirt. 

The chignon is around again in hair circles, though the most 
stylish women do not seem to wear it so severely. Newest looking 
in Paris was the long-haired, lady head, with soft curls on temple, 
waved top and braided bun on the nape. 

New York, incidentally (with the exception of Faye Emerson, 
who says she gets indignant fan letters from her video fans if 
she leaves off her chignon), is turning to hair brushed straight 
back, with no part, the sides waved and brushed backward loosely.

_ “Money Easy 
To Earn, Hard 


To Manage’ 


By YOLANDE GWIN 


“It is easier to earn or ac- 
quire money than it is to use it 
to best advantage thereafter.” 

This state- 
ment was 
madeiby 
Lewis F. Gor- 
don, vice 
president of 
the Citizens 
and Southern 
National 
Rank Wed- 
nescay right 
when he ex- 
plained the 
fundamentals 
of money 
management Lewis Geréen 
to some 259 careér worien and 
homemakers at the closing ses- 
sion of the Women's Finance 
Forum sponsorod by the bank. 
He told ther that money, magic 
carpet which covers every «ocial 
and economic lievel, is a prob- 
jem which can be solved only by 
skillful management. The aver- 
age infdependent woman has one 
batic characteristic, he declared, 
and that is the wililingness to 
work and thereby earn money. 

“It is perfectly natural to de- 
gire money, not for itseif, but 
for the things which it makes 
possible,” said Mr. Gordon. “But 
if nothing is saved there is noth- 
ing t6 manage. The salaried 
woman seldom thinks of herself 
as running a business. The own- 
er of a business takes money, 
puts it into materials, Macnin- 
ery, or commod: If he op- 
erates successfully he shows a 
net profit at the end of the yea: 
From these profits he can pay 
himself a dividend. The wom- 
an, or the man, who at the end 
of the vear has nothing saved 
has had a year of failure. If 
there are no profits from the 
business-—there is no dividend.” 

The speaker pointed out force- 
fully with words beamed not for 
minds of financial wizards but 
to those of a layman, that the 
practical fact is that few people 
really save unless they learn to 
ao it systematically. The princi- 
ple of regularity has been rec- 
ognized in various programs 
and Mr. Gordon likened a hank 
to a large department estore say- 
ing that there is a department 
for every dollar 

He also stressed the fact that 
as important as money is on the 
material side of life, there is an 
eiement which can often mean 
more than money. That element 
is credit. 

“Your ¢redit today is what 
you have made your name ‘worth 
by years of honest living, a right 
dealing and the disposition to 
meet obligations promptiy and 
according to promise,” he said. 
“Your credit is a precious asset, 
to be guarded closely and in- 
telligentiy. Used wisely, it can 
be a tremendous factor in your 
economic progress, Abused or 
neglected, it may be a serious 
obstacle on your path to ma- 
terial siiccéss.”
